His mother received first 
word from friends who had read 
news reports of her son’s rescue. 
She had received three prisoner of 
war cai is from her son two weeks 
ago. 
Sgi. Bower has a brother, Lieu­ 
tenant Leon Bower, in the South 
Pacific and a stepbrother, Colonel 
Ralph K. Bower, in Belgium. An­ 
other brother, John, resides in Col­ 
umbus. His father died several 
years ago.

Pfc. Stephen T. (Steve) Petrunak is back in Circleville after two 
years in the China-Burm a-India theatre of operations and a trip around 
the world. 
Although it is W inter now in India, where he was a couple of weeks 
ago, he says W inter there is nothing like the cold w eather we have here. 
In W inter it is warm in the daytim e, but at night fires are necessary 
to keep warm. 
“Steve” has spent most of his tim e in the CBI area on the Ledo road. 
He is a member of an engineers unit which is building the vital supply 
line over which m aterials are sent 
into China. He served as a m es­ 
senger for his outfit. 
Road 
building 
in 
India 
and 
Burma is different from any seen 
in this part of the world. In the 
United States road builders dig 
to find a solid base on which to 
build, but in the part of the world 
where “Steve" built roads they do 
it differently. Starting with the 
mud, engineers build on top of it 
to provide a firm base. Bamboo, 
logs, gravel and other m aterials 
are piled on top of the base. G reat 
am ounts of calcium chloride are 
used to help make the road firm. 
The road is now open all the 
way to China. Some of it is in 
good 
condition, 
but 
there 
are 
stretches of red clay and corduroy 
road. Most of the labor is supplied 
by the natives. Chinese, Hindus, 
and other natives do the manual 
labor. 
“Steve” entered the Army April 
JO, 1942. and two years ago left 
the West Coast for Burma. India 
md China. When his rotation fu r­ 
lough came up he left northern 
India by plane, flew across Asia, 
Africa and the A tlantic ocean to 
land in W ashington D, C. From 
there he came by train and bus 
to Circleville. 
He is staying at the home of

pike. 
After 21 clays here he will report 
to Miami Beach, FU., for reassign­ 
ment.
